THV9T POWKBPABIV. 


There is eorae doubt in the minde o 


manypeoplo about support that wil 
be given to trusts at the national elec 
lion in tbis jear. President MoKinle 
in his late message invited legislatio 
by Congress on the subject, which 
misleading to some very good men 
it will be remembered by readers of 
Iha JOBBNAI. that Seuator Chandler of 
New Hampshire and others in an ad- 
rlreas issued a few months ago to the 
ppople in that State, said that trusts 
required attention, and continued by 
saying there would be no trouble 
about passing resolutions in conven- 
tions in opposition to trusts, but the 
difficulty to be encountered would be 
in procuring legislation on the subject. 


The Senator is known TO- have been 


for years a ring politician, and without 
a doubt was folly aware of the ob- 
structions there were in the way of 
any effort that might be made to pro- 
cure relief against the overshadowing 
power of the trust combinations in his 
party. It was the expressed desire of 
Chandler and others who were with 
him that reform should 
be made 


within the party. 


While a desire for reform within the 


party was expressed, the difficulty 
there would be to procure it was also 
set forth in a form, and in a manner 
thut declared reform impossible. The 
facts stated from which the impossi- 
bility is clearly dednoeable were in 
effect closed by an acknowlegement 
that any effort made to procure reform 
within the party would not aid the 
purpose in view. 


President MuKinley'fl request and 


direction to Congress in bis message 
came within the impossibility out- 
lined by Senator Chandler and his 
friends. To confirm the fact, among 
the first things declared by the Re- 
publican side of the House of Repre- 
sentatives after Congress assembled 
was that no other legislation than had 
been made to control trusts could be 
enasted by Congress. 


As an additional evidence that the 


party in power wi'l not give any relief 
against the growing trust evil is that 
a line of defense for trust interests 
and for their maintenance is being 
prepared 
by 
leading Republicans. 


Notably among them is 
the late 


Speaker, Reed, who, we are informed, 
is preparing an argument upon a fact 
in nature that will establish the self 
destruction of trusts, which fact is the 
impossibility of a vacuum in nature, 
and hence the impossibility of a trust 
existence, to the injury of individual 
industries, which will be observed is 
conclusive. 


The policy of the Republican party 


upon the 
maintainance of trusts 


should not be thought upon as a de- 
batable question. The party is so sit- 
uated that they must maintain them 
as they furnish the einues of war, mak- 
ing their existanoe and perpetuation 
one of the leading questions to be das- 
posed of in their interest. 


The question that ia giving the party 


tronble respecting trusts at this time 
is the nature of the appology that best 
will be received by the party for its 
action upon a question effecting thn 
future mduatriesof the ivhole people. 


The trust" furnish the money neces- 


sary for election uses and v. hut is more 
powerful as a pursuader is threats 
which they furnish 
in abnndence 


against those who will not be influ- 
enced by their money. The stock in 
political trade held by the trusts is so 
large that it ie necessary to success by 
the party that their debtrnotiou at this 
time or at any time would be destruc- 
tion to Republican rule which Pieai- 
dont McKiuley and a Republican con- 
gress will not permit. 


The new doctrine of imperialism at 


home and abroad will huve to be main- 
taided and the enslavement of the Fil- 
ipinos as a result of the doctrine of im- 
perialism will have to be accomplished 
and it will require money to do the 
work. Because of these facts and cir- 
cumstances with which the party Is 
environed, the very best it can do is to 
provide an appology for its coarse re- 
specting trusts which will be given to 
the satisfaction of it large body ol 
voter* in the party. 


It is not generally known by Repub- 


licans that the party is in a condition 
that it has to foster trusts, imperialism 
and whatever the organized money 
power of the country demands for its 
purposes to maintain itself in power. 


The destruction of all that should be 


and is valuable to Americans is the 
price it is paying for power which in- 
clude* the destruction of liberty in 
the land by enslaving the people to 
commercial and monied trusts.
